Allen, open knife in hand, was ad- 
vanecing on Miss Evitt, according to 
her statement to the jury Tuesday 
afternoon, when Trollinger shot him 
with a rifle, once, and then again as 
the wounded man continued to ad- 
vance. 

A rifle reputed to be

stand and asked, by defense counsel, 
for a knife which police testifed had 
heen found clasped in the dead man’s 
hand.

including John D. Rockefeller, are 
among the prospective witnesses to be 
called in the senate lands committee's 
new inquiry into a phase of the Teapot 
Dome naval oil reserve lease to Harry 
FF. Sinclair, which will get under way 
romorrow, 

Senator Norris, Ne- 
braska, author of the resolution direct- 
ing the committee to inquire into the 
ultimate destination of the profits of 
the extinct Continental Trading com- 
pany, of Canada, told the senate today 
that besides Sinclair, Robert Stewart, 
chai:man of the board of the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana; H. M. Black- 
mer, chairman of the board of Mid- 
west Refning company, and_ James 
O'Neill, president of the Prairie Oil 
company, were guarantors of the Can- 
adian company. 

“These men agreed to buy oil 
through the Continental vee com- 
pany,” Norris declared, “at $1.25 a 
barrel and sell it to their companies 
at $1.50 a barrel. Of the profits of 
this company $230,000 were traced to 
Albert B. Fall. 

Wonders Over Rockefeller. 

“Rockefeller is interested in the 
Indiana Standard Oil. I wonder if 
he knew his company was being cheat- 
ed in this manner?’

At the moment his wife was 
of the party, Shaver was in the na-| 
away completing plans for the big 
Jackson Day harmony feast which he 
insisted on holding against some op- 
position—to bury the feud of Madison 
Square Garden and start the party 
off on a united basis in the coming 
campaign, 

Leaders Throng to Capital. 

Democratic national committeemen 
were arriving in large numbers all day

“We're apparently in for another 
ne like we had #at Maaiwon Square 
Garden,” said one committeeman from 
a border state, 

“But remember this,” another com- 
mitteeman said, “we have been fight-

Democrats, though hoping for the 
best this year, are becoming resigned 
to another fight and they are prepar- 
ing to have as much fun out of it 
as they can.

Gray Visited by Wife But 
No Reconciliation Be- 
tween Two Is Effected, 
Officials Say. 


New York, January 10.—(P)— 
Governor Smith today denied the 
pleas of Ruth Snyder and Henry 
Judd Gray for executive clemency. 
Both are scheduled to die in the 
electric chair Thursday night for the 
murder of the woman’s husband. 

“The execution of this judgment on 
a woman is so distressing that I had 
hoped that the appeal would disclose 
some fact which would justify my in- 
terference with the process of law,” 
the governor said in announcing his 
decision. “I have searched in vain 
for any basis which my conscience tn 
the light of my oath of office will ap- 
prove on which I might temper the 
law with mercy. 

“Up to this writing there is no ex- 
tenuation shown for what the seven 
judges of the court of appeals, in 
agreement with the 12 jurors and the 
trial justice, have found to be a de- 
liberate and premeditated murder 
eommitted by these defendants.” 

Attorneys Are Divided. : 

With the governor's decision if 
seemed almost certain that the con- 
demned pair would die in the electric 
chair Thursday. While “Mrs. Sny- 
der’s attorneys.-were in disagreement 
as to whether they should appeal to 
the federal courts for a writ of ha- 
beaus corpus, thete was no indica- 
tion that any further effort would be 
made to save Gray. 

The governor said the case had re- 
ceived his anxious consideration, not 
merely since the hearing upon the ap- 
plication for executive clemency, but 
since their conviction was unanimous-

November 22. 

“This case has received my anxious 
consideration,” ‘the governor said, 
“not merely since the hearing before 
me upon the application for executive 
clemency,. but: ever since the court of 
appeals unanimously affirmed the 
conviction of the defendants.”

“There is no magic about a success- 
ful marriage,” Judge Sabath said.

When young people know each other 
and understand their obligations before 
they are married, they usually stay 
married. When they do not, they usu- 
allv are divorced.”
